Hon. William Jennings Bryan will 
mot head the new party movement 
which has been launched at Kansis 
City, Mo. 

After the publication of the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch to the effect 
that Mr. Bryan was in sympathy 
with the movement and would prob- 
ably be the new party’s candidate 
for the presidency in 1904, The Con- 
stitution wired the Nebraskan to 
know what basis there was for the 
statements involving his name. The 
reply was prompt and emphatic that 
the rumors were baseless. Mr. 
Bryan’s reply is as follows:

New Purty Is Launched. 

Kansas City, June 19.—The allied third 
party movement, which its promoters 
hope will result before 1904 in a national 
Organization strong enough to name a 
presidential nominee, was launched here 
this afternoon. It was the outcome of a 
conference of reformers from the ranks 
of the old parties, and its principles are 
said by some to have been adopted with 
a View to fitting the views of William 
J. Bryan. 

The conference was called by Lee Mer- 
riwether, of St. Louis, who, with twentv- 
two other St. Louis leaders in the public 
ownership party of that city, came to 
Kansas City yesteniay from a visit with 
Mr. Bryan at Lincoln, where the inten- 
tions of the delegation had ,been laid 
tefore the Nebraska statesman. Mr. lry- 

@n, it was stated, had expressed sympa- 
thy withthe” movement, if he had not 
gone as far as to support it. At the con- 
ference there were represented pop ilists 
of all persuasions, public ownership was 
advocated, and free silver republicans, 
socialists, single-taxers and Brvan demo- 
crats were in attendance. It was stated 
that it was proposed to form a third party 
in Missouri, which would finally be taken 
up by the dissatisfied in the old parties 
from other states. 

Principles of Party. 

A committee on organization was ap- 
pointed. and instructed to report tcday. 
The committee, which represented each 
element present, today submitted the fol- 
lowing as the new party’s principles, and 
they were adopted: 

Public ownership of all public utilities, 
as railroads, telegraphs, etc. 

While @waiting the legislation neces- 
sary to secure public ownership, rigid 
control of freight and passenger ré@tes 
and severe penalties for rebates and oth- 
er discriminations by railroads. 

Taxation of railroads and other public 
utility corporations in the same propor- 
tion as the value of farm and other prop- 
erty. 

Direct legislation by the initiati-re and 
referendum to the end that the people 
may initiate good legislation and veto 
bad legislation. 

Graduated income tax, to the end :hat 
wealth, which receives government pro- 
tection, shall bear its just share of the 
cost of the government. 

That whatever is used as money rhail 
be full legal tender, issued by the gen- 
eral government in sufficient volume for 
business purposes, and that volume fixed 
in proportion to population. 

Just election laws throughout 
states. 

Home rule for cities, and abolition of 
the present system of using the police 
as a standing army to carry primary 
elections in the interest of dishonest rol- 
iticlans representing still more dishonest 
epecial privilege corporations. 

Electon of United States senators by 
popular vote. 

To Call Convention. 

The meeting organized by electing J, H. 
Cook, fusion populist, chairman; J. H. 
Hillis, mid@le of the road populist, vice 
president, and F. S. Kowalski, 
ownership memb=2f, secretary. The com- 
mittee, besides deciding on the new nam, 
for the movement, will call a state con- 
vention for some time next fall. In the 
meantime the members will prepare an 
address to the people ef the state. 

Headquarters wil] be established both 
at Carthage and St. Louis, and the com- 
mittee will appoint a chairman of each 
county in the st&te, whose duty it will 
be to enlist members and organize them 
into county clubs. The time for holding 
the convention will be fixed ‘ater. 

Mr. Merriwether this afternoun, at the 
conclusion of the conference, was usKed: 

“Will not your movement oniy result 
in turning the state over to the revub- 


licans?”’ 

“I do not know, but I would a little 
rather the reubplicans should v$n than 
the present organization of democ-¢sts. 
As Mr. Bryan said to me last Monday, 
‘T like an.enemy under his own colors 
better than one who steals my colors.

He had been suffering 
to some extent from melancholia recent- 
ly, and it is supposed took his life during 
a moment of temporary insanity.

Cincinnati, June 19.—Wiliam C. Mott, 
a carriage lamp maker, today found John 
Clancy, of the Great Western hotel, at 
Fifth and Baymiller streets, in a room 
at the hotel with Mrs. Mott, and opened 
fire on them.

By levying maximum duties on United 
States bicycles, resins ‘&nd machinery, 
end specially designating them as Unitei 
Stat«s products, the Rusgian government 
has, it is not doubted, thade just such a 
discrimination as is pro¥ided aga'nst in 
this article of the treaty... The question !s 
ra‘sed, however, whethe?r, by our action 
fin levying % duty on Russian: petroleum 
and specially deseribing it as such, the 
United States government has not alse 
violated this article. There is no penalty 
article In the treaty: but, under the com- 
mon practice of international law, a coun- 
try may denounce the whole of a treaty 
where it is satisfi d that one of its pro- 
visions has been purposely broken. If 
such extreme action {s taken in this case, 
there would be no trade treaty between 
Rvssia and the Uritted States, and, as far 
as Russia is concerned, the mnxinrurt

Resolution Ageinst National Guard 
Was Not Adonvted. 

Washington. June 19.—=nsiderab‘e dis- 
cussion occurred in the convention of 
printing pressmen today on the resolu- 
tion forbidding members. of. the union 
to join national guard organizations. The 
resolution was favorably reported from 
the committee on laws and appeals by 
Delegate Charles Reid. While there was 
a’ general sentiment in favor of*the res- 
olution. the minority put up a siubborn 
opposittn and prevented a vote. 

President. Bowman said that while 1|a- 
boring men were unequivocally in favor 
of law and order, they desired civil law 
and not military rule. He asserted that 
the adoption of the resolution in no’ wise 
would lessen the patriotism of members 
of the craft. and suggested an amend- 
ment that the same should not be opera- 
tive in time of war. A number of dele- 
gates spoke for and against the resolu- 
tion and it was finally laid aside as un- 
finished business,

Legisiator Coray Bitterly Assails the 
Pennsylvania Franchise Steal. 


DOOM: OF MACHINE *S COMING 


Legislation Is Denounced as Infa- 
mous and the Legislature as a 
_ » Stench. 


Harrisburg, Pa., June 19.—The house 
pagsed finally on special orders today the 
two bills supplementalMtod the rapid tran- 
sit atts signed by the gove®mor recently. 
These bills were introduceé and passe@-4n. 


to the governor for his action. 

The one constituting the governor, sec- 
retary of state and attorney general a 
board to pass on application for rapid 
transit franchises, was attacked by sev- 
eral anti-administration republicans and 
democrats. In the course of the speech 
Mr. Coray, of Luzerne, a republican lead- 
er of what*‘is known as the “‘insurgent’’ 
element, said: 

“Two weeks ago the office of a secre- 
tary of the commonwealth presented a 
scene which will go down in history. 
There were a lot of hungry parasites and 
a lot of millionaires present in obedience 
to the orders they had received to raid 
the treasury. 

“They carried away valuable fran- 
chises and now it is proposed to prevent 
others from getting similar favors by 
placing the power to grant them in the 
hands of a board.”’ 


Mr. Coray said the people were opposed 
to the rapidity with which those bills 
were passed by.the legislature. 

“The time will come,’’ he concluded, 
‘“‘when the people will sweep your infer- 
nal machine off the face of the earth.”’ 

Mr. Hall, republican, of Allegheny, 
said this legislation is a very poor cli- 
max to what ‘has already been enacted. 

Mr. Mayne, democrat, of Lehigh, char- 
acterized the legislation as infamous and 
protested against its passage. He said 
this legislature had become a stench and 
by-word to the public and that its only 
chance to redeem itself was by defeating 
these bills. 


ILLICIT LOVE LED TO DEATH 


Henry Moore Kills His Wife and 
Her Companion. 

Fort Worth, Texas, June 19.—Henry 
Moore, a foreman in the shops of the Fort 
Worth and Denver railroad, shot and 
killed his wife and H. H. Russell in a 
wine room in this city tonight. Moore 
suspected his wife’s infidelity and watched 
He traced her to a saloon and there 
found her with Russell. He beat them 
fdightfully with the but of his pistol, 
after which he began shooting. His wife 
was dead when found, and Russell .died 
in a short time.

Prior to Assault She Let Him Have 
Nearly $100—Barker Tells the 
Story of .the Shooting. 

Case Goes to Jury 
Today. 


New York, June 19.—The case of Thome 
as G. Barker, on trial at Jersey City, N. 
J., for the shooting of Rev. John Keller 
may go to the jury tomorrow. Barker 
and his wife were on the stand today. 
They told thetr story, so far as the court 
would allow answers to the questions of 
counsel for the defense, and, although 
the record does not show it. Mr. Van 
Winkle got reference to the alleged as- 
Sault before the jury in one wavy and 
affother, though the nature of the “as- 
sault” was not brought out. The wit- 
nesses answered so promptly that ob- 
jections came a shade late. In this way 
“the outrage’’ was referred to several 
times during the day. The state had it 
stricken out each time, but the itmpres- 
sion went to the jury. 

Barkey on the stand told his version of 
the shooting. He said he met Keller and 
that Keller spoke to him. This was in 
direct contradiction of Keller’s testimony 
on the stand, as he claimed not to have 
met anyone. Barker said he responded 
to Keller’s greeting by calling Keller a 
villain, charging him with outraging Mrs. 
Barker; he then, he said, began firing. 
Mr. Keller, when on the stand, said that 
not a word was spoken and that he saw 
no one. 

The purpose of Barker’s testimony was 
to show that, after having brooded for a 
period over what his wife had told him, 
he was ‘in a morbid state of mind and 
when he came face to face with the 
minister, he was carried away by feeling 
and before firing: that it was sudden. 
violent and temporary insanity lasting 
but a moment, but long enough to ¢over 


Mrs. Barker was expected to break 
down and become hysterical on the wit- 
ness stand, but a cooler woman has sel- 
dom occupied the chair. 

Barker Tells of Tragedy. 

Barker was called to the witness stand 
on the opening, of the court to complete 
his testimony under cross examination 
and in reply to questions of his founsel 
he began to describe his movements on 
February 5th. the morning of the shoot- 
ing. He said he left home to buy a news- 
paper. As he neared the corner of Beach 
street and Midland avenue, he said he 
“met Mr. Keller on Beach street about 
forty feet from the corner. Keller stop- 
ped and said: 

“Good morning, Mr. Barker.” 

Here the witness straightened up fn his 
chair and continued: 

“T replied to Keller and eald: ‘You vil- 
lain, you outraged my wife,’ and I 
then ——’”’ 

“T object, I object, stop. stop!!’’ shoute- 
ed County Prosecutioner Erwin. 

The court ruled not allow further tes- 
timony on this point and then Barker 
started to tell what happened after the 
shooting. He said he jumped on a car 
and went alone to the town hall, which 
was in contradiction of testimony for 
the state that he was. accompanied by 
a Mr. Bucklyv, another neighbor. 

The witness started to tell what a sleep- 
less night he had spent before the shoot- 
ing and about his nervous and excited 
condition. He was promptly stopped by 
the prosecutor and the objection wag sus- 
tained. 

Barker’s testimony regarding the pass- 
ing of words with Keller before the 
shooting contradicts the statements of 
the latter, yesterday, when on the wit- 
ness stand. 

Barker, continuing his testimony under 
examination by his counsel, contrived to 
make several allusions to the meeting of 

imself and Keller. In several instances 
objections by the prosecuting attorney 
were sustained. 

Priest Borrowed Woman’s Money. 


Witness detailed a quarrel he had with 
Keller because the latter’? had borrowed 
$33 from Mrs. Barker in April, 1899, the 
last of which was paid in March 1908. 
Previous to that incident relations of 
Keller with witness and his wife had 
been verv friendly; they frequently bf- 
cycled together and-witness presented 
Keller with a bicycle. Witness said hé 
did not know until January that his 
wife had left Keller’s church. 

Barker then described what ‘took place 
at the house where Mr. Keller wad_lying 
when the witness was taken there fron: 
Kearney. He said that he asked Keller 
in a low voice if he knew him. Mr, 
Keller was unable to recognize him. Bar- 
ker went over again the story of his meete- 
ing with Keller on the morning of the 
shooting, when he saw Keller coming up 
Beach street. 

“T waited for him,’ said Barker, “‘be- 
cause I wanted to speak to him. He was 
coming toward me.” 

Barker said he knew the time Keller 
usually went to church Sunday morning, 
but he had no intention of meecing him 
when he left his house that morning. The 
revolver, which he bought a month before, 
was in his overcoat pocket. He fired four 
shots at Keller, standing in front of him 
all the time. He di not shoot while 
Keller was lying on the ground. The sec- 
cnd and third shots were fired. while 
Keller was turning around and saying, 

“Don’t! Don't!’’ 

Until he saw the blood flowing from the 
wcecund in Keller’s head, Barker said he 
was in a semti-dazed condition; then he 
realized what he had done and gave him- 
self up. He had felt justified in what hé 
had done. 

Mrs. Barker on Stand. 

Mrs. Mary Barker, wife of the defend- 
ant, was called to the stand. She saic she 
had been married to Barker for four 
years, and had krown Mr. Keller about 
ten years. She said Keller was in the

espe relies .upon heredity to supply’ the 
‘ruling classes, All that a man in that class 
needs to do is to get born at the right time

£0 m a8 a matter of course. In practice, 
this method has two'serious drawhacks. First, 
the families are sometimes chosen to 
procession; and second, the s0-called 
heredity often produces very unex 
and cur results. ? 
‘The democratic method entrusts the selec- 
tipn of the’ riiling- classes to th collective 
reason and justice of .the people. In the con- 
duct of government it appeals to the governed 
for their consent. This does not mean. their 
posstioston merely, for if this were the mean- 
‘Ing it. would be equally true’ of a constitu- 
. tional. monarchy and even of a" behevolent and 
popular empire, The. subjects ofHidward VII 
‘and William II permit their governments with 
as ‘much “urnanimity as the citizens of the 
United States feel at any given time in ac- 
cepting the authority of the president in office. 
The consent of democracy has a different mean- 


. ing. . It. signifies the thinking together, the 


acting together of the/ people in the choice of 
their rulers, and, consequently, in the direc- 
tion of the state. Three things are essential 
to the reality of this popular participation. 
First, there must be an untrammeled oppor- 
tunity fer the people to express their choice by 
suffrage.' It is by no means necessary that 
this suffrage should be universal. As a matter 
of fact, it has never been. It is not a common 
right. It is a civil. privilege, intended to pro- 
tect common ‘rights. It has always been re- 
stricted in one way or another. It should be 
truly representative, and the conditions which 
restrict it should be equal and removable for 
all, except in the case of forfeiture for crime, 
The second essential of popular participation 
in government is that the terms of office of 
those who, are chosen to rule should be so lim- 
ited that changes of national judgment, arising 
from experience, from education, or from 
changed circumstances, may be made effective 
without revolution or rebellion. | 
The third essential is that the functions and 
powers of the ruling classes thus chosen should 
be restricted: to those which are actually don- 
ferred.in the choice. For this reason there 
can be no real and permanent democracy with- 
out a constitution. True democrats are jeai- 
ous and zealous for the sanctity of the con-: 
stitution. They know that it is.the sea-wall 
between them and empire. 
Classes must exist in every gécial order, 
ruling classes, teaching classes, agricultura! 
classes, manufacturing classes, commercial 
classes. All these laboring classes, 


is that there shall be no locked doors between 
these classes, Every stairway shall be open. 
Every opportunity shall be free. Every talent. 
shall have an .equal chance to earn another 
talent. Not every farmer’s boy in the countrv 
president of the nation, That 
would be physically impossible. But any of 
them may, and several of them have. Some 
of them, like Henry Clay and Daniel Webstor, 
attained such eminence and power that the 
residency could hardly have added to thelr 
ame. hese cases are not accidents. They 
are logical evidences of an equality among men 
in the only sense in which equality is possible 
—equality of opportunity. Herein is fulfilled 
the divine prophecy of democracy: ‘‘And their 
nobles shall be of themselves, and their gov- 
-ernors shall proceed from the midst of them.’’ 
It is the highest and most reasonable meth- 
dad. In the case of ignorant, undeveloped peo- 
ples, where the impulse of resistance is strong- 
er than the instinct of rule, the other methods 
may be necessary, But they are to be consid- 
ered as corrective, disciplinary, temporary. All 
peoples, Mke all children, should be regarded 
as on their way to self-rule. When they are 
able to maintain it they are entitled to have 
it. All arguments against the demecratic 
method, based on the weakness, folly and self- 
ishness of human nature, apply with greater 
force to the autocratic and automatic methods, 
The individual follies of a multitude of men 
often neutralize one another, leaving an ac- 
tive residuum of plain common sense, But for 
a fool king there is no natural antidote; and 
sometimes men have sadly found that the only 
way to cure his head was to remove it. 
Democracies are not peculiarly subject to 
financia] delusion. The most depreciated cur-

Judge Evans Selects W. N. Hobby 
as Temporary Receiver for the 
Sylvania Railroad—It Is a 
Short Connecting 
Ime. 


Savannah, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)—The 
Sylvania raliroad. running from Syivania 
to Rocky Ford, a distance of fifteen and 
a half miles, was placed in the hands of 
a receiver yesterday. This action was 
taken by Judge B. D. Evans, of the mid- 
dle Georgia circuft, at Sandersville at the 
instance of the Central of Georgia. W. 
M. Hobby, of Sylvania, was named as 
receiver. Mr. Hobby has been mahaging 
the property for over a year. The Cen- 
tral railway alleges in its petition that 
the Sylvania railroad has defaulted upon 
the interest on a mortgage for $33,000 held 
‘by the Central, and that it is insolvent. 
The mortgage was given in 1886 and the 
road has never paid any interest upon it, 
defaulting each time interest was due. 
The interest now due amounts to $30,690, 
almost as much as the principal. It is 
alleged that the income of the road is 
not sufficient to admit of its paying eith- 
er interest or principal, and that it can- 
not. expect from, its assets to meet its 
indebtedness. It*is asked that the peti- 
tioners be allowed to: foreclose the mort- 
gage and sell: the road. Judge Evans 
signed the order and ordered the defend- 
ants to show cause July 15th at Sanders- 
ville why.the receiver should not be made 
permanent. .

Savannah, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)—The 
war begun by Health Officer Brunner 
woon Chairman Dale and the voard of 
county commissioners upon the yround 
of alleged neglect of smallpox conditions 
in the county has resulted in the forced 
resignation of Dr. T. B. Chishsim, the 
county physician, which was tandered at 
noon today. Dr. Chisholm has ffiléd this 
position since 1885, and his resignation 
was the cause of great surprise to the 
public. The resignation was the result 
of a conference ‘held between the cotinty 
commissioners and the physician yester- 
day’ afternoon, at which the criticisms of 
Dr. Brunner upon the smallpox matter 
were the chief subject of discussion. The 
commissioners were not satisfied with Dr. 
Chisholm’s statement of his manner of 
handling the smallpox situation and ‘the 
result was the adoption cf a resolution 
calling for the physician’s resignation to 
be handed in by 4 p. m, today. This re- 
quest Dr. Chisholm complied with at noon. 
The conference between Dr. Chisholm and 
the county commissioners is said to have 
been quite warm; so warm, in fact, that 
& personal encounter was narrowly avert- 
ed. The commissioners met this after- 
noon and elected Dr. J. G. Keiler county 
physician. Dr. Keller is already coroner 
at a salary of.$1,00 a year, and as the 
county physician recetves $1,000 per an- 
num, he will be quite comfortably fixed.

They prepose to ‘have car 
lines over the principal streets of the 
city and beyond the city limfts to the 
Pacolet and Gainesville cotton mills. 
Eventually they propose building a line 
to the Chattahoochee river out Green 
street and making”’a resort there. This, 
however, is in the future and will be de- 
termined after. the road in the city is 
built and in operation. The people here 
hope to see a street railway system in 
operation before a great while, and they 
believe such an enterprise ia certain to 
come in the near future.

S. ¢C., on suspicion of being Jim Brown, 
the assaiiant of a young white woman 
néer Springville, St. Clair county, is the 
right man, having been identified by a 
committee of citizens who went from 
Springville to Charleston for that purp9os:. 
It develops also that Brown is an escaped 
convict from the Scuth Carolina peniten- 
tiary, and there may be some trouble in 
getting him back to Alabama. He got out 
of the South Carolina penitentiary sev ral 
years ago, and made his way to Alabama. 
Every effort will be made to have the 
South Caro''na authorities turn him over 
to officers from this state. The negro has 
a'ready refused to return without a requi- 
sition. 

The crime for which Brown is wanted 
at Springville is one of the most brutal 
ever committed in northern -— Ala- 
bama.

A BOOZEVILLE CONFLAGRATION 
Town Near Rome Nearly Wiped Out 
by the Flames. 


Rome, Ga..,June . 19.—(Special.)—The 
town’ of Boozeville, five miles south of 


Rome and just beyond Lindell. was almost 
entirely destroyed | by: fire at 1 a’clock 
this morning. Eight stores and contents 
and five dwellings were burned to the 
ground. The total loss approximates $20,-— 
000, with $11,900 {nsurance.. This is the 
most destructive firg in the history of 
Floyd county outside of Rome. 

The fire started in Paul Reese’s drug 
storeand spread with incredible swiftness. 
As the town had no fire apparatus of any 
kind, the citizens were powerless to stay 
.ts fury until it had wreaked rutin on all 
that was near. Only one store house was 
left standing. Those burned out and 
losses sustained are as follows: Paul 
Reese, drugs, loss -$1,000, insurance $500; 
S. D. Mullinix, merchandise, loss $4,000, 
ir:surance $3,000; I. Hoffman, loss $2,000, no 
insurance; Wilkie, bakery, loss $500, no 
insurance; Calloway & Bradshaw, loss 
$2,000, insurance $1,500; Wood Bros., gro- 
ceries, loss $800, no insurance. Ike Kope- 
tooske carried a $6,000 stock but saved a 
good part of it. His insurance of $1,500 
will cover his loss. The buildings were 
owned by various parties, several by 
Ike May, of Rame.

REICHMAN TELLS OF BOERS 


United States Officer Reports on the 
South African War. 
Washireton, .June 19.—The division of 
railitary information of the war depart- 
rrent is preparing for publication reports 
of differént officers vho recently have 
had an oppcrturity to observe military 
events and camovatens. One of these is 
Captain Carl Reichman, Seventeenth in- 
fantry, who went from the Philippines to 
South Africa, and for seven months ob- 
served the cperations of the Bocr army. 
On his way te the Transvaal he stopped 
at Macagascar ahd’ says that the French 
were doubling the ganrison of that island, 


‘‘perhaps in view of possible complications , 


with England.” 

When he &rrived in’ the Transvanl he 
met President Kruger, who asked him if 
be had come “to see the fight of one 
against five.’’ 

Captain Reichman says that the Boer 
burrher is not a scldfer; he has not train- 
ed as a soldier, and his fighting methods 
are the outcome of his environment and 
personal character. The Boers are a re- 
served and dignified people, and made few 
comments, even when they heard of the 
destruction of their homes and property 
by the British. In the seven months he 
was with them he became favorably im- 
pressed with the Boer prople as a whole. 
As to the breackes of civilized war of 
which they are charged, he says it is du2 
10 ignorance or accident. 

Captain Reichman savs that volunteers 
plaved a considerable part in the South 
African war. Among the foreign organi- 
zaticns in the Boer army was an Italian 
company of seventy-five men, under Cap- 
tain Riccardi, who had ben witn Axgui- 
naldo in the Philippines. He says there 
also was a body of Irish-Americans from 
Chicago, who went as a hospital corps, 
but dropped their insignia and took up 
rifles @s soon ag they were within the 
Boer lines. There was a small conipany 
of American scouts, under Captain Has- 
sel. These had dwindled to but a few men 
at the time of the capture of Pretoria.

London, June 19.—Thousands of people 
“began collecting outside of Queen’s hall 
-ten hours before the advertised time of 
the pro-Boer meeting held there tonight. 
When the doors were finally opened the 
“pressure of the surging mob was 8o great 

that many people fainted. There .was con- 
giderable disturbance and windows 
Were broken in during the attempts 
«Made by persons without tickets to gain 
admission. Some of them were expelled. 
In spite of the vigilance of the pro- 
moters of the meeting many jingoes gain- 
ed an entrance to the hall, which was 
crowded from floor to ceiling. Mmch 
- hooting, mingled with cheers, greeted the 
‘*@elegates upon their arrival and during 
the evening the delivery of speeches was 
attended with some difficulty from the 


Bame cause. 
'- Henry LaBouchere presided, and be- 
sides J. W. Sauer, ex-commissioner of 
‘public works of Cape Colony, many prom- 
‘nent pro-Boers, including John Dillon, 
leader of the nationalist party; David

Keir Hardie, socialist, and Sir Wilfrid 
Lawson were present. 


_. During the meeting fully 10,000 jingoes 
gathered outside the Queen’s hall, in Re- 
gent street, blocked traffic and necessi- 
tated relays of policemen to keep a sem- 
‘blance of order in the crowd.

. pet of the Langsham hotel, and waving 
union jacks proposed resolutions against 
the pro-Boer agitation, which they de- 
clared to have been carried when the 
meeting in Queen’s hall terminated, 

The usual speeches were made and the 
usual resolutions were carried amid much 
commotion. The resolutions included on 
amendment in favor of the complete inde- 
* pendence of the Boer republics, proposed 
by Baron Battersea, for the radicals, 
which did not meet with the approval of 
the LaBouchere party. The 
ended with the singing of the ‘‘Marseil- 
laise ’?

Molineux Murder Case Concluded 
Before Appellate Court. 


HILL’S . IMPASSIONED PLEA 


Senator Declares Molineux Is Guilty 
and Should Be Executed for 
Crime. 


» 


Buffalo, N.- Y., June 19.—The fate of 
Roland B. Molineux, convicted of mur- 
der as the poisoner of Mrs. Katherine J. 
Adams at- New York in December, 1898, 
is in the keeping of the seven judges of 
the court of appeals who for three days 
past have been listening to the arguments. 
for and against a new trial. The appeal 
‘was finally submitted at 1:35 o’clock this 
afternoon and the decision will not be an- 
nounced until some months hence, when 
the court sits at Albany for the fall 
term, : 

The strange crime, with its complicated 
plot and manifold mystery, retains a 
strong hold upon popular interest. The 
crowd that sought admission to the court- 
room this morning was larger.and more 
determined ‘than ever and th¢g bailiffs had 
to resort to force to restrdin them. The 
principal speaker was former United 
States Senator David B.’ Hill, advocate of 
the cause of the people,» who had three 
hours and fifteen minutes of his allotted 
time left when court opened at 10 o'clock. 
He spoke yntil 1:15, and John G. Mil- 
burn, attorney for Molineux, was heard 
for twenty minutes in concise reply. 

Hill Forceful and Eloquent. 

Mr. Hill was again forceful and elo- 
quent. He declared that the question of 
guilt was the main issue in the case and 
warned the court not to heed a plea that 
dealt in technicality and urged objec- 
tions to acts and rulings that had not 
Substantially affected the rights of the 
accused. If the courts were to be thus 
swerved from the pathway of duty, he 
Suggested that the murderers might or- 
ganize a trust and all enjoy freedom. In 
a dissertation on the law he leq the court 
down a long line of authorities and de- 
cisions, all aimed at ‘sustaining the use 
of the Barnet evidence and the policy of 
the lower court toward the exhibits of 
handwriting at the trial. In this admira- 
bly told story he made frequent refer- 
ence to the famous Tichborne case in 
England, tracing-a similarity in the ad- 
mission of certain writings to prove per- 
jury on the part of the luckless claimant 
and in the policy of objection and ob- 


struction on the part of the defense. 
In finally summing up Mr. Hill eas, 


ed the points made by him yest@#rday, 
and step by step traced out thé main 
features of the theory of the people. He 
reviewed the correspondence with the 
patent medicine dealers and proclaimed 


Molineux as the author of the letters, 
the enemy of Henry C. Barnet and Harry 
Cornish, the compounder of the rare cya- 
nide of mercury used in both crimes and 
the man who mailed the fatal potion that 
kiied Mrs. Adams. 

Milburn for Molineux. 

Mr. Milburn’s reply was largely devoted 
to an answer to personal criticism and 
particularly to Mr. Hill’s allusion to the 
fact that throughout all his speech he 


had not once expressed his personal con- 
viction of the innocence of the man for 
whom he pleaded. The strongest feat- 
ure of the reply was the indication of 
three points of weakness in the case of 
the people.

There were about 200 armed men fn the 
mob and they overpowered the sheriff 
and jailor, taking the keys away from 
them.

Like all-strong men, he has 
some views which are in advance of 
his party and other views which must 
be regarded as purely personal. But 
taken all in all he has developed a lead- 
ership so commanding and he has been 
so honored by the democratic party 
that whatever’he does must always be 
of national interest, and whatever in- 
fluence he possesses should be cast for 
the party by which he has been so 
signally honored. 

The safety of the country rests not 
in the position of any one man, but in 
the concrete convictions of the people 
at large. It is only through party ac- 
tion that the people can make them- 
selves felt, and while Mr. Bryan occu- 
pies a position which makes him s0 
commanding, it is not to be believed 
that he would misuse it for the purpose

Cardinal Gibbons Is Right. 

The stand taken by Cardinal Gib- 
bons against the agitation in the vati- 
can for an embassy from the United 
States is correct, and. shows that he 
understands the situation much better 
than those with whom he is contend- 
ing. 
The proposal originating with Car- 
dinal Rampolla was that the United 
States should treat directly with the 
vatican in regard to the Philippine 
church question. Against such propo- 
sition Cardinal Gibbons has protested 
on grounds having in view not only 
public opinion in the United States, 
but the true welfare of the church 
which he represents as well. The Cath- 
olic church is a power in the United 
States in so far as it represents citi- 
zenship. The people belonging to it 
have the same rights before the law 
and in politics with the people belong- 
ing to any other church. In the settle- 
ment of any questions in which the 
Catholic church is interested it has in 
the United States able and distin- 
guished ecclesiastics and laymen who 
can, from. their position as citizens, 
demand its rights much better than 
could be done by any stranger. Al- 
ready this fact has been proven by the 
work done by such men as Archbishop 
Chappelle and Archbishop Ireland, 
and whenever occasion requires it other 
men of like stamp will always be on 
hand who can be called into service. 

This being true the proposition of 
Cardinal Rampolla tu inject an Italian 
flavor into any controversy which may 
be brought about in this country is ex- 
ceedingly unfortunate, and will be dis- 
approved by none more earnestly than 
by the Catholic citizens of the United 
States themselves. Leo XIII is too 
wise a man to be misled by any such 
proposition, so there can be no doubt 
that the wise views of Cardinal Gib- 
bons will prevail, and that the Catholic 
church in the United States in the fu- 
ture, as in the past, will meet all re- 
quirements placed upon it through its 
own agencies. This is the American 
idea of church government, one which 
in no way conflicts with the method 
or the efficiency of the one which Car- 
The 
introduction of church pglitics into any 
country is exceedingly unfortunate, 
and Cardinal Rampolla’s plan wouid 
be sure to lead to just such a result 
as this—a contingency which no wise 
man should willingly bring about. 


The Case Well Stated. 

The university commencements of 
the United States, now coming to a 
close, have been marked by many able 
addresses, by which public attention 
has been riveted. We have already 
had occasion to note the appearance of 
President Fish, of the Illinois Central 
road, before the University of Missis- 
sippi, in which he told the people some 
plain and effective truths. On the oth- 
er hand, the- University of Michigan 
has been served to a remarkable ad- 
dress by Hon. Thomas L. Campbell, of 
Kentucky. ' 

One year ago this university listened 
to a sensational speech by Senator 
Tillman, of South Carolina, in which 
he handled the colored question in his 
usual aggressive style. Mr. Campbell, 
referring to Senator Tillman’s utter- 
ances, said, in part: 

Note the conditions. The yeomanrv of 
the south was either killed or wounded in 
war; her cities were burned, her planta- 
tions wasted, her property gone, her com- 
merce destroyed. The whole social, polit- 
ical and industrial edifice lay in noble 
ruins. Here two dissimilar races on the 


same soil, the one possessing the energy, 


genius 4nd illustrious ancestry of the An- 
glo-Saxon, the other captured a heathen 
in the wilds of Africa. The one for two

Both nearly equal in numbers, but dan- 
gerously unequaled in intelligence and 
civic responsibility. 

The south is required to Weave a new 
fabric that shall carry these two races in 
honor to the end. : 

We hold that the white race every~ 
where is sworn against amalgamation. 
You would not marry a negro, neither 
would the south. It would destroy An- 
glo-Saxon prestige and supremacy. This 
in a large measure accounts for the 80- 
cial differences between the negro and the 
southern whites, for it is certainly true 
the south does not believe in social 
equality. .- | 

fhe necessity for such a discussion 
as this consists in the wide misconcep- 
tion of the southern situation through- 
out the north. Ih a land where a stray 
negro is a curiosity to be looked at 
there cannot be a full understanding 
of the situation in a country where 
the races are nearly equally numbered, 
and where .the social feature has to 
be taken into consideration. The peo- 
ple of the north find it difficult to ap- 
preciate the fact that on this new con- 


\tinent and in this new nation estab- 


lished by Caucasians in any part of 
it there should exist the friction to be 
found in frontier countries, where the 
white man is engaged in establishing 
his supremacy over inferior races. The 
United States is engaged today in re- 
ducing the Filipinos to an inferior po- 
sition to that held by American citi- 
zens.- The nations of Europe and the 
United States included are engaged in 
forcing upon China a condition to 
which neither one of them would sub- 
mit at the hands of the others. These 
united Caucasian nations have also di- 
vided out the continent of Africa, and 
are engaged today, nut in elevating the 
natives to an equality with themselves, 


but in reducing them to a state of sub- 


mission. This identical condition 
which the white people of the world 
are enforcing everywhere is in exist- 
ence in the south unaer circumstances 
of great amelioration toward the 
weaker race. 

The two races are here side by side, 
the weaker in number sufficient to 
render its presence permanent. The 
White standard cannot be lowered, and 
it is a physical and intellectual impos- 
sibility to raise the black to an equal 
plane. The oniy compromise, then, be- 
tween the two races is that of equality 
before the law; but a movement along 
concurrent lines separate in all that re- 
lates to personal intercourse, each race 
working out for itself the best that is 
possible to it. 

Mr. Campbell has shown that for two 
centuries this condition has existed in 
the south to the benefit of the negro 
race, though nof to the extent of its 
being brought up to the condition of 
the whites, something that is impos- 
sible and chimeric. 


Is Such a Provision WiseP 

The constitutional convention of 
Alabama, now in session, appears to be 
intent upon inserting an article in the 
new organic law rendering officials in- 
eligible to re-election. This is done as 
a concession to those who think that 
officials use their vantage ground for 
the purpose of advancing to higher 
office. 

There is very grave doubt as to 
whether such a policy produces good 
results, and there are very many rea- 
sons why it should not be adopted. The 
government of a state is an intricate 
piece of business and requires some 
skill on part of those who are called 
into service. The people of the state 
certainly have the right when they 
place a good man in office to keep him 
there if he is satisfactory. It is but 
natural that a man qualified for service 
by the holding of one office should be- 
come an eligible candidate for the hold- 
ing of another. The real question at 
issue should not be wnether any one 
individual holds office continuously, but 
whether the people are capable of 
choosing the best man to perform their 
public functions. With an iron clad 
rule making officers ineligible either to 
re-election or to promotion to other po- 
sitions the government of a state would 
be continually in the hands of political 
apprentices, who would no sooner un- 
derstand their duties than they would 
have to step out of the way and make 
room for other apprentices to go in 
turn through the same uperation. The 
records of a supreme court, for in- 
stance, would show up with all kinds of 
wild contradictions under such a rule, 
and a governor who had served his 
people well and become the represen- 
tative of their political ideas would be 
prevented from accepting their com- 
mission to go to the United States sen- 
ate. It will readily be seen that this 
would be a curbing of the rights of 
the people more than a limitation of 
the ambitions of single individuals. 
The fault with constitutional conven- 
tions in general is that they underesti- 
mate the ability of the people fo gov- 
ern themselves. Its members seem to 
forget that the people who were capa- 
ble of choosing a good: constitutional 
convention are equally capable of 
choosing a good state legislature. They 
also make a mistake In loading down 
constitutional enactments with matters 
of petty detail instead of enunciating 
broad principles of government, wide 
enough and _ statesmanlike enough 
within which efficient legislatures may 
have room to work for the benefit of 
the commonwealth. 

With constitutions so framed the ne- 
cessity for frequent conventions would 
cease, and there would be much less 
agitation for changes in the organic 
law. |

RISE IN RAILROADING 


Many. Atlantans will recall Ralph Pe- 
ters, who left here in 1881 to accept a 
position as chief clerk under 8S. M. Fcl- 
fon, when tite latter became one of the 
general superintendents of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad. Mr. Peters was then super- 
intendent of the old Atlanta Street Rail- 
way Company, of which his distinguished 
father the late Richard Peters, was ‘the 
head. 

From the day he became connected with 
the Pennsylvania system his promotion 
has been as steady as it was deserved, 
and after having been successively chief

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clerk, suverinterdent of the Little Miami 
division of the Pan-Handle, and, in 1896, 
general agent of the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem in Cincinnati, then president of the 
Cincinnati, Georgetown and Portsmouth 
road, and later superintendent of the Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville and Nashville road, and 
cf the Cincinnati Bridge Company, and 
a director in a number of smaller roads 
near Cincinnati, he has recently been 
chosen as general superintendent of the 
Pennsylvania railroad lines west of Pitts- 
burg, or as it is more popularly known, 
the Pan-Handle system. The appoint- 
ment has been confirmed by the board of 
directors of the rennsylvania company, 
and the promotion will necessitate Mr. 
Peters leaving Cincinnati to make Colum- 
bus, Ohio, his headquarters. 

All the Cincinnati newspapers express 
regret at Mr. Peters’ departure from that 
city, where he hag lived for a number of 
years and where he has become promi- 
nently identified as one of its most active 
and potent factors. 

A gentleman who recently left Cincin- 
nati. in speaking of the appointment yes- 
terday, said: 

“I was in Cincinnati when President 
Cassatt and some of the directors of the 
Pennsylvania system visited there. They 
were received by the business men of the 
city, and, as one after another of the 
leading members of Cincinnati’s commer- 
cial circles were being introduced to 
President Cassatt and his party by Ralph 
Peters, one of the Philadelphians re- 
marked upon the wonderful faculty ex- 
hibited by Peters in knowing every man 
not only personally, but familiarly. It 
was ‘Bill’ and ‘Tom’ and ‘John’ and 
‘Harry’ until a hundred or so 
natians had been presented to the Penn- 
Sylvania magnates. So favorably im- 
pressed were the Philadelphians with Mr. 
Peters’ popularity. as well as with the 
splendid record which had been made by 
him in Cincinnati, that it was only nat- 
ural when an opportunity for promotion 
presented itself soon afterwards for him 
to be promptly pushed up.

happened than that he should wind up as 
the head of the great Pennsylvania sys- 
tem. 

It is not out of place to mention in this 
connection, since the University of Geor- 
gia is now celebrating its centennial com- 
mencement, that Mr. Peters is a graduate 
of the uniyersity, having been a member 
of the class of 1872. Upon leaving the 
university he became connected with the 
street railroad system in Atlanta, in the 
old horse car days. Upon going to Phil- 
adelphia he was succeeded as superin- 
tendent of the strert railway system by 
hig brother, Edward C. Peters, now one 
of Atianta’s most prominent and popular 
business men. 

Many well-known Atlantans who were’ 
associated with Mr. Peters in the old 
days are delighted to hear of his steady 
promotion. They recall his active in- 
terest in all public matters when, as a 
young man, he was in business here. 

The name of his father, Richard Peters, 
is indissolubly connected with Atlanta’s 
growth. He was one of its pioneer citi- 
zens, coming here before the town was 
christened Atlanta, and he probably did 
as much for the materia] development of 
the city as any man who. ever lived in it. 
His children are proving themselves to be 
worthy successors of his illustrious name. 
Richard Peters, the oldest of the boys, is 
now in Philcdelphia, Ralnh is in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, and Edward C. is known and 
admired by all Atlantans. Their sisters, 
Mrs. Nellie Peters Black and Mrs. H. M. 
Atkinscn, live in Atlanta. 

The noble mother of this worthy family, 
the widow of the late Richard Peters, 
lives in Atlanta in her beautiful Peachtree 
home.

John Elsee’a Engagement to Miss 
May, of Lexington, Ky. 

Lexington, Ky., June 19.—(Special.)—The 
announcement today of the engagement of 
John Elsee, of Galveston, Tex., to Miss 
Mary Brand May, of this city, recalls the 
tragic taking off of the family of the 
groom-to-ba in the Galveston flood last 
fall.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Political Situation in Philadelphia. 

The powers behind the scene who pull the 
wires of political machinery may well afford to 
smile at reformers and amiable citizens tilting 
with the wind-mills of so-called political cor- 
ruption, 

There can be no change -until the situation 
is unmasked. The political bosses from Quay 
to Ashbridge -are but the agents of half a 
dozen men at the heads of half a dozen pri- 
vate corporations. 

The fortuitous conditions of an overwhelm- 
ing political majority of one party in both 
state and city make this combination of po- 
litical and private organizations for mutual 
private profit easy—almost inevitable. 

The men at the head of these private organ- 
izations are estimable men personally, men of 
integrity and of individual honor, who do not 
consider themselves responsible for the situ- 
ation. , 

Three men, sitting in their private offices, 
could have ordered their agents, the members 
of councils, to pass ordinances for pure water 
at the time of the deadlock three years ago. 
That they did not do so was simply because 
it was more profitable to the vast private 'in- 
terests they represented to pool their public 
municipal interests. 

The cwners of existing street franchises are 
apparently supinely accepting the recent grab 
of all remaining street transportation privi- 
leges. Why? If they do not take action 
they are in the deal, or they have been called 
down in a game of bluff by other private in- 
terests. The game is played in private offices, 
not at the primaries or the polls. 

The corrupt leaders of Tammany never had 
the backing of a solid political party in city 
and state. If there were a strong minority in 
either city or state the people would have a 
lever for action. As it is, it would seem that 
only revolutionary methods can reach those 
entrenched sovereigns who own and abuse the 
city of Philadelphia. a =

The Louisville and Nashville has earned 
since July 1, 1900, including the first week 
in June, 1901, $27,394,000, an increase over 
the corresponding period of the previous 
year of $1;229,254. 


It is reported that the Pullman Com- 
pany will consider at its next annual 
meeting the question of pensioning 12,000 
or. 15,000 employees. 


The Common Carrier says: 

“Wall street hears that the relations 
between the Southern railway and the 
Louisville and Nashville will become even 
closer than they have been. One report 
is that they will operate the Monon 
jointly, and another story states that the 
Southern will absorb the Louisville and 
Nashville. 

“It is said that the Pennsylvania is 
buying Soufhern railway stock, and is 
after both the -Southern and Louisville 
and Nashville. 

‘‘All these rumors appear to originate 
in the stock market, but very often, it 
is true, the most improbable Wall street 
stories turn out to be correct forecasts. 

‘“‘When we hear a report of consolida- 
tion the first test to apply is that of state 
laws in regard to competition. 

‘There is practically no interstate com- 
petition between the Southern and the 
Louisville and Nashville, except in Ala- 
bama, if we consider the Mobile and Ohio 
an independent system, and it is-so oper- 
ated. There is plenty of interstate com- 
petition between the Southern and the 
Louisville and Nashville, but a state law 
could hardly reach that. 

“The situation in Alabama might be so 
adjusted that consolidation of the two 
properties would not be in conflict with 
the law there. 

‘We do not mean to say that the ru- 
mors of consolidation are correct, but so 
far as the state laws are concerned, a 
combination could probably be made. 
This is the day of vast consolidations, 
and greater changes have recently oc- 
curred in the railway world than this 
would be. A high official of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville has said that event- 
ually there would be only two railway 
systems in the south, the Southern rail- 
way and the Illinois Central. The South- 


ern has certainly been active in reducing 
the number of independent lines.”’ 


The appointment was announced Tues- 
day of J. B. Conners to be superintendent 
of the Columbus, Kenova and Cincinnati 
division of the Norfolk and Western, to 
take effect immediately. Mr. Conners 
has been superintendent of terminals of 
the Norfolk and Western at Norfolk, Va. 
He once was superintendent of transpor- 
tation of the Ann Arbor. His new posi- 
tion includes the superintendency of the 
Cincinnati, Portsmouth and Virginia. 
Mr. Conners’s headquarters will be at 
Portsmouth, Ohio, and he will have 
charge of 500 miles of road. He -is a 
brother of M. 8. Conners, general super- 
intendent of the Hocking Valley. 


Within the last few weeks considerable 
interest has been manifested in the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois, and the inter- 
est was increased through reports that 
the company expected to receive control 
of the Evansville and Terre Haute and 
effect a closer alliance with the Louis- 
vile and Nashville. While it is stated 
that at the meeting last week no new 
extensions or combinations were acted 
on, it has leaked out that remarks were 
made which make it quite apparent that 
at no distant day the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois will control at least the 
Evansville and Terre Haute road. The 
company owns 688 miles of main line and 
bnanches and has trackage rights over 
twenty-three miles additional, making a 
total of 711 miles. 

In the west the Wabash is still hold- 
ing the center of the stage and causing 
much comment. The Indianapolis Jour- 
nal says: 

“That the Wabash, with its excellent 
service, should seek a differential on any 
of its trains is a surprise to the passen- 
ger fraternity. If the Wabash puts on 
its new trains between Chicago and Buf- 
falo to make the run in twelve hours the 
road may score a victory on that head, 
but it will almost surely get into trouble, 
as the new train will be proof that the 
Wabash is not a differential line. It 
brought about a taste of an old-fash- 
joned rate war a month ago that was 
pleasing to the traveling public. This 
was between Kansas City and New 
York, and it is thought it is now nearing 
the danger point in crowding the Chica- 
ee line by talking about a twelve- 

our train that is to be as good as the 
best and better than most. Phe circum- 
stance that the Wabash was bested in its 
rate fight last month is not to-be per- 
mitted to goad it into waging a winning 
schedule fight now. ‘It looks like the 
Wabash is out for popular favor,’ said 
the representative of a competent line. 
‘The road made friends when it made the 
differential fight last month, 
it is going after fast time.’ The Lake 
Shore now requires thirteen hours and a 
half to run from eens to Buffalo with 
its best train. If the abash starts its 
twelve-hour service the Lake Shore can 
cut’ down to eleven hours, and that it will 
assuredly do, and the probability is that 
the fight will extend westward to Kan- 
sas City and St. Louis/ Should this be 
the case, the Santa Fe could cut its time 
down from Kansas City to Chicago two 
hours shorter than any other competitor, 
owing to its shorter distance.’’ 


An old Atlanta boy who has rapidly 
worked his way up is Harry Wrenn, the 
son of B. W. Wrenn, of the Plant sys- 
tem. Mr. Wrenn has just completec 
what promises to be one of the biggest 
Inventions in the mechanical world, and 
those who’ are interested in it believe 
that he will undoubtedly make a fortune 
out of it. The new creation is known 
as the Wrenn combuster and is a device 
for keeping the damper of stationary en- 
gines closed when the furnace door is 
opened. The claim is made, and it has 
been tested now for six months success- 
fully, that the new invention will reduce 
the consumption of coal from 10 to 25 per 
cent. Mr. Wrenn has secured patents in 
eighteen different countries, everywhere, 
in fact, that coal is used, and in a short 
while the combuster is to be put on the 
market. 

It seems that some years ago in Balti- 
more an invention of similar character 
was made and patented. The party-who 
invented it secured some money on it and 
then disappeared. After his disappear- 
ance it was found that his device would 
not work and as he could never be found 
the thing was dropped. About three 
years ago Harry Wrenn, who was living 
in New York at the time, had the mat- 
ter brought to his attention and he 
started out to perfect a similar attach- 
ment for engines. After struggling over 
the matter for a year or more, Mr. 
Wrenn found that the original inventor 
had the wrong idea, but with the original 
ideas before him he perfected the pres- 
ent invention. He has organized a big 
company and made arrangements with 
the owners of the original patents in 
this country. The final arrangements 
are to be made in New York today and 
the manufacture of the new invention 
started. Mr. B. W. Wrenn, who has 
been in the city for a few days, left for 
New York yesterday. 

Harry Wrenn is the youngest son of B. 
W. Wrenn and was educated in Atlanta. 
After completing the public schools here 
he graduated with honors from the Bos- 
ton Tech and since that time he has held 
important positions with large concerns 
in the north. His invention has been 
thoroughly tested by the hest mechanical 
experts in the country and it is looked 
upon as one of the most successful things 
of the present time.

TO PROTECT THE CITY 


Thity-Inch Pipe Will Cut 
Heart of Business 
Section, 


WORK IS TO COMMENCE 


WITHIN EXT TEN DAYS

Members of Citizens’ Committee and 
Board of Water Commissioners 
Met Yesterday Afternoon 
To Take Active Steps 
in Matter. 


Ample fire protection was povided for 
the business section of the city yesterday 
by the board of water commissioners, in 
conference with members of the citizens’ 
committee, Fire Chief W. R. Joyner and 
City Engineer R. M. Clayton. 

The board adopted Superintendent 
Park Woodward's schedule of water mains 
with but one change—a change that had 
been advocated by both the city engineer 
and Chief Joyner. The change was, that 
instead of laying a 20-inch main out But- 
ler street from Decatur to Edgewood 
avenue, that a 20-inch pipe be continued 
from Butler out Decatur to. the Boule- 
vard, and out the Boulevard as a 16-inch 
main to Edgewood avenue. 

This change was made upon motion of 
Commissioner E. C. Peters. The idea 
Suggested by Chief Joyner and Captain 
Clayton was that there should be an un- 
interrupted flow of water from the pump- 
ing station along Marietta and Decatur 
streets as far as the Boulevard, at least. 
To have turned into Butler from Decatur 
and then into Edgewood avenue, would 
have produced friction which, it was 
urged, should be avoided. 

Chief Joyner also suggested that no 
surface taps be made on the 30-inch 
main on Marietta and Decatur 
streets until Butler street was 
reached, - but that the big main 
should be kept practically intact for fire 
protection. His idea is to connect the 
fire hydrants with the 30-inch main and 
leave the present pipe down t6 provide 
water facilities for consumers along the 
street, the pressure being furnished by 
the large main. The board considered the 
suggestion a good one. 

Schedule Was Approved. 

The schedule prepared by Colonel Wood 
ward only had reference to the large 
mains to be put down first to form the 
foundation for the improved system, the 
smaller pipes to be determined upon later. 
Commissioner Howell Erwin moved that 
a 16-inch main be laid on the Boulevard 
from Edgewood avenue to North avenue 
to produce proper “circulation” in that 
section of the city, while President George 
Hillyer moved that a 24-inch main be 
laid along Butler street from Decatur to 
Fair, and thence as a 20-inch main along 
Fraser street to Georgia avenue. 

These matters were referred to the pipe 
and finance committees of the board for 
consideration. Estimates will be _pre- 
pared, showing exactly what the pipe 
necessary to accomplish this work will 
cost. 

Colonel Woodward's schedule called for 
23,700 feet of large mains to cost about 
$92,000. As amended that schedule is: On 
Marietta and Decatur streets from North 
avenue to Butler street, 30-inch main; on 
Decatur street from Butler to the Boule- 
vard, 20-inch main; on Boulevard from 
Decatur street to Edgewood avenue, 16- 
inch main; on Forsyth street from Mari- 
etta to Fair street, 20-inch main; on Fair 
street from Forsyth to Chapel street, 
16-inch main; on Haynes street from Ty- 
ler to Fair street, 16-inch main. 

Now that the mains most needed have 
been determined upon, the work of lay- 
ing the pipe will probably be commenced 
within ten days. Colonel Woodward stat- 
ed yesterday that there was now a car 
load of 30-inch mains en route from the 
pine factory at Birmingham. He ex- 
peots the pipe in Atlanta either today 
or tomorrow. Other shipments will fol- 
low rapidly on the heels of the first. 

During the meeting: Chief Joyner as- 
serted that he would be glad if no more

6-inch pipe was laid in the city. He stated 
that the difference in cost between 8-inch 
and 6-inch pipe was so slight that the 
8-inch should be used in preference to the 
other size at all times. 

“IT suppose,” said one of the commis- 
sioners jocosely, ‘‘that you would be will- 
ing to pay the difference in price.’’ 

“T’d be willing to pay my share just 
to keep the 6-inch pipe out of the 
ground,”’ was the quick response of Chief 
Joyner. 

Meeting Well Attended. 

The meeting of, the board occured at 4 
o’clock in the committee room adjoining 
the mayor’s office at the city hall. All 
the members of the citizens’ committee 
had been specially invited to attend and 
offer suggestions in regard to the loca- 
tion of the new pipe. Fire Chief Joyner 
and City Engineer Clayton had also been 
invited to be present and give the board 
and citizens’ committee the benefit of 
their advice. Of the citizens’ committee 
there were present J. R. Smith, first 
ward; Captain W. D. Ellis, second ward; 
George W. Sciple, third ward; Captain 
John A. Miller, fourth ward; Hubert L. 
Culberson, seventh ward. All the mem- 
bers of the water board, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Bloodworth, who is _ ill, 
were present. 

President Hillyer stated the object of 
the meeting and invited suggestions from 
the members of the citizens’ committee. 
Mr. Culberson was the first to respond to 
the invitation. He said he had worked 
hard at the polls in the interest of the 
water bond issue with the expectation 
that West End would be supplied with 
a 16-in¢éh main, at least, and he hoped 
the commissioners would lay a pipe to the 
seventh ward which would t all re- 
quirements. Captain Ellis stated that 
sections that were really in need of facil- 
ities should be given them, but he be- 
lieved the density of population should be 
taken into consideration when pipe for 
fire protection was to be provided. He 
believed that those who did not now have 
water should be accommodated before 
large pipes were laid in the residence sec- 
tions which already enjoyed these facili- 
ties. 

President Hillyer announced that there 
were on file some forty petitions for wa- 
ter pipe from various sections of the city, 
and he said it might be well for the mem- 
bers of the citizens’ committee to meet 
with the board again when those peti- 
tions were considered. Mr. Sciple was 
for putting adequate mains in the center 
of the city first, while Mr. Smith voiced 
much the same sentiment. Captain Mil- 
ler said that there should be a larger 
main on the Boulevard. ‘*'For,’’ said he, 
“Chief Joyner tells me that with the pres- 
ent pipe and pressure on that street he 
would find difficulty in throwing a stream 
over a two-story dwelling.’’ 

Clayton Said, Avoid Friction. . 

When Captain Clayton was called on 
for an expression he declared that a large 
main should be laid out Decatur street as 
far as the Boulevard. “You should 
avoid bending the pine around corners,” 
said he, “for every turn will add fric- 
tion.’”’ Chief Joyner said he agreed with 
the city engineer in the proposition not to 
defiect the Decatur street main through 
Butler street to Edgewood avenue. He 
declared that the ordinary 6-inch pipe 
would not furnish the necessary pressure 
for a big fire. 

He said that the business section of the 
city needed protection first, and that the 
eastern and western sections now were in 
great need of additional pressure. He 
advocated leaving the . 6-inch main on 
Whitehall street, put large mains on Pry- 
er and Forsyth streets, feeding the 
Whitehall street pipe from those parallel 
mains with 12-inch and 16-inch mains. He 
said such an arrangement would give the 
needed protection, and would keep White- 
hall street from being torn up. 

All of the commissioners had interest- 
ing suggestions to offer. Before routine 
matters were taken up, President Hill- 
yer, on behalf of the water board, thank- 
ed the members of the citizens’ commit- 
tee for their interest in and advice con- 
cerning the location of water mains. 


WANTS FLUSHING AT NIGHT 


Colonel Park Woodward Suggests a 
Much Neeaed Reme- 
dy to Board. 

Colorel Park Woodward, superinten- 
dent of the waterworks department, is 
of the opinion that if the sewers are 
flushed at night and the lawns sprinkled 
early in the morning or late in the after- 
noon it will not be necessary to keep the 
two big pumps at station No. 2 running 
at the same time. 

His report concerning the matter was 
submitted to the board of water commis- 
sioners during the meeting yesterday af- 
ternoon. It was referred to the president 
of the board and the superintendent for 
consideration. They will confer with 
Chief Hope, of the sanitary department, 
in regard to the flushing of sewers. 
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NEW CHURCH WILL 


BE BUILT AT ONCE 


Congregationalists to Erect Handsome 
$30,000 Sanctuary. 


MEETING HELD LAST NIGHT 


Congregation Unanimously in Favor 
of New Structure. 


BUILDING COMMITTEE [S- NAMED 


New Church To Be Built on the Lot 
Owned by Congregation at El- 
lis, and Carnegie Place. 


The Central Congregational church will 
take steps at once to build a new $30,000 
sanctuary on its lot adjoining the present 
church at Ellis street and Carnegie 
Place. . 

This step was decided upon last night 
at a meeting of the congregation, and 
the resolution providing for the new 
church was passed unanimously. The 
property is owned by thé church, having 
been purchased fifteen years ago. It has 
a .frontage of 200 feet and will make a 
splendid site for the handsome structure 
that will adorn it. 

The resolution providing for the build- 
ing of the new church was introduced 
by H. B. Wey and was seconded by N. 
Ittner. They were unanimously carried 
as follows: . 

Whereas, The pastor, Rev, F, E. Jenkins, 
stated from the pulpit, on last Sunday morn- 
ing, that in his judgment, the erection of a 
suitable church building had become impera- 
tive, and 

Whereas, The reasons submitted then and 
there, why such action is necessary, commend 
themselves to us as being good and satisfac- 
tory; therefore, be it resolved 

1. That the church hereby adopts the recom- 
mendation and declares its purpose to pro- 
ceed at once to erect a church building, adapt- 
ed to its needs, upon the vacant ground owned 
by the church and adjoining the present 
chapel. 

2. That the business committee is hereby 
instructed to take immediate steps to carry 


‘out the desire of the church, and to this end 


the committee is authorized and directed to 
adopt such methods as may be deemed advisa- 
ble to raise the necessary funds, to procure 
plans and estimates of cost and to arrange 
for the erection of the building, Provided, 
however, that said committee shall report from 
time to time to—and secure the necessary con- 
sent of—the church before ahy definite or final 
action is taken. 

The business committee of the church 
for the year 1901, which this resolution 
directs to prepare plans, js composed of 
the following: J. Frank Beck, R. P. 
Beecher, Charles D.. Camp, H. W. Cald- 
well, H. C. Crosthwaite, A. W. Farlinger, 
O. C. Fuller, C. R. Haskins, H. G. Has- 
tings, N. Ittner, H. A. Kellam, G. W. 
Laine, A. E, McDonald, L. B. Nelson, 
H. B. Wey. 

This committee will hold a meeting to- 
night to take preliminary steps in con- 
nection with the work béfore it. It will 
have charge of the preparation of plans 
and all the details in connection with 
building, and will, as the resolutions pro- 
vide, report from time to time to the con- 
gregation. The building of the church 
will be begun as soon as practicable, and 
it is expected it will be completed at an 
early date. .

Yesterday and today will close one of 
the most successful years in the history 
of the Georgia School of Technology. 
Commencement exercises took place yes- 
terday morning and will continue today. 
From 9 o'clock till noon the shops and 
workrooms were open to inspection by 
visitors and the public. A large number of 
people were there to see the progress 
made by students in the various depart- 
ments. 

Mayor Mims was present. Also Mr. 
Welch and Mr, Adams, of the city coun- 
cil. These gentlemen all expressed them- 
selves as highly gratified -with the at- 
tainments of the institution and the work 
accom plished. 

A gymnastic drill by the apprentice 
class with Indian ¢lubs, dumb bells, etc., 
was the only special feature of yester- 
day’s programme. The chief interest to 
visitors was in seeing the actual work 
of the students in all the different de- 
partments. Routine work-was going on, 
and every building was open to complete 
inspection of visitors. 

The past year has been a highly satis- 
factory one to the faculty and trustees, 
as well as to the students of the school. 
More improvements and better equipment 
have been added than in any year in its 
history, The new textile department has 
shown highly gratifying results, and en- 
dowments and donations to the institute 
have been more generous than ever be- 
fore, Thirty-six thousand dollars in cash 
has been contributed since October ist, 
$11,000 in textile machinery was given, 
and $2,000 in machinery for the experi- 
mental laboratory, including a small ice 
plant and testing machinery. Forty 
thousand dollars is appropriated annually 
by the state.

‘Behind Closed Doors Investiga- 
tion of Berta Jackson’s Mur- 


der Was Held Yesterday 


WHAT JURY WANTS 
~1S TANGIBLE. FACTS 


Skilled Detective Might Have Done 
Some Work—Why Secret Ses- 
sion Was Held—The Next 
Meeting Will Be Held 
June 28th. 


The fourth session of the coroner's jury, 
investigating the murder of Berta Jack- 
son, was held behind closed doors at De- 
catur yesterday afternoon, the newspaper 
representatives being excluded as well as 
spectators. 


four hours of work, the announcement 
was made that nothing had been done 
whieh could be given out. The only mit- 
ter that Attorney Hooper Alexander made 
public was that the jury would meet again 
a week from next Friday at 7:8 o’ciock in 
the morning. 

Judging from the witnesses who testl- 
fied before the jury, the same old ground 
was gone over for the fourth time. Th> 
witnesses were R. S. Flowers, Berta 
Jackson’s adopted father; Mrs. Flowers, 
Mrs. Kirkpatrick,, Flowers’ sister; the ne- 
gro boys, Gathro English and Matt Wil- 
linghem, and Lewis Gillam, a negro whq 
works on a farm adjoining Flowers’ 
dairy. 

All of th2se witresses had been before 
the coroner’s jury, and they made sub- 
stantially the same statements that were 
made at prior sessions of the jury. 

It locks as if the jury is out gunning 
without any ammuniticn. If a skilled de- 
tective had been placed on ths case im- 
mediately, he might huve be2n able by 
row to furnish the jury with something 
more tangibl> than suspicions. Outside 
work by a detective has been needed as 
well as inside work by a jury. 

It seems now as if suspicion is being 
directed to Matt Willingham. He is the 
cne witness who has been caught in a 
number of lies as to his whereabouts on 
the day of the murder. 

Where Is the Bloody Knife? 

If Willingham committed the deed, he 
had a knife. He either threw it away 
or hid it, and in eéther case it is probably 
near the scene of the crime. If a goo4 
detective bad “searched carefully and 
methodically every inch of ground in @ 
circle of several vards about the place 
where the child’s body was discovered, 
the knife might have been found, and that 
would have settled the case. But no one 
has looked for the knife, the instrument 
of death. 

The jury was late getting together yes- 
terday, and did not begin work until 3:30 
o’clock instead of 2 o’clock. There was a 
private talk between Attorney Alexander 
and the jury, the result of which was the 
announcement of a secret session. 

“We believe the investigation can be 
facilitated,” stated the attorney, “by ex- 
amining the- witnesses behind closed 
doors.”’ 

The witnesres mentioned were 
amined, and as each one left the jury- 
room he or she, when asked about the 
testimony given, replicd: 

“They told me not,to tell anybody what 
I testified about.’’ 

Many of them added, however, that they 
had not stated anything of importance 
which had not been told to the jury bDe- 
fore.

A Theory of the Crime. 

While the jury was getting the evidence, 
a citizen of DeKalb ccunty, and a2 man 
who has closely followed the cas: from 
the beginning, said he beHeved that Matt 
Willingham killed the little girl, 

“Tr believ2 this,” he gaid, “because Matt 
has told the jury all sorts of falsehoods. 
He is the only witnéss and suspect who 
has net told the truth. This is my theory 
of the crime: Matt tolled Berta Jackson 
into the woods, probably telling her to 
help him drive up the cows. I understand 
that the girl was placed so she would 
have obeyed the negro. Once in the 
weods, the negro had the child at his 
wrercy, and, after he had assaulted her, 
he choked ber to death and then cut her 
throat. Matt asked permission to go to 
Decatur, and he said at first that he went 
to town to mail letters. Then he ad- 
mitted he tad lied, and said he had no 
letters, and only made that excuse to get 
off from work. He first stated he went 
to the postofficee and found it closed. It 
was open on that afternoon. No one saw 
him in or about Decatur on that day. He 
cannot mention the name of a single per- 
son whom he met except an old negro, 
who saw him on the road returning home 
That same road was in the direction of 
the spot where Berta’s body was found. 
Matt Was the one person about the farm 
who was absent from the place at the 
time Berta disappeared. All that is lack-

ing in the chain of evidence is the knife, 
and I believe it could be fotind if a dili- 
gent and careful search. was,made.” 

It is said that the coroner’s jury is also 
werking on the theory that Matt Willing- 
ham might be the guilty person. 

The negro is low in stature. He is ex- 
cessively nervous, and cannot keep still 
when questioned. When asked his age he 
stated that he thought he must be about 


sixteen. 

When the jury got ready to adjourn, 
Attorney Alexander announced that the 
next rreeting would be on Friday morning, 
June 28th. 

‘There is nothing n:-w that can now be 
given out,’’ said the attorney to a Consti- 
tution reporter. ‘‘We are going into the 
case as carefully and.as fully as we can.”’ 

Berta Jackson was murdered on Mon- 
day, June 0th, and today, after the lapse 
of nearly two weeks, the crime is as much 
@ mystery as it was on the day the dead 
body was found secreted in a 
quarter of a mile frcm Flowers’ house. 

Unless hy unforeseen turns up, 
the crime will remain one of those mysite- 
— murders which ,the law cannot 
reach.

When the matter came up Monday 
Counciiman Barrett and others opposed 
it. The amendment passed, however, by 
a vote of 8 to 4, and Councilman Bar-' 
rett, seconded by Councilman Fincher, 
gave notice that, at the next regular 
meeting of council, he would move a re- 
consideration of the action taken. 

In an off-hand opinion Assistant City 
Attorney Hill agreed with the city clerk 
yesterday concerning the matter. He 
had not then fully investigated the status 
Of the case, and a formal opinion may 
be made today if necessary.

Wholesome Lecture in the Criminal 
Court to Negro Spectators. 


THE WAY TO STOP LYNCHINGS 


In Sentencing Will Pope to 15 Years 
in Penitentiary Judge Candler 
Makes Some Remarks. 


At the concluston of the trial of a negro 
in the criminal superfor court vesterday 
on the charge of attempted assault, Judge 
John 8S. Candler took occasion to give to 
the crowd of negroes in the courtroom 
some, wholesome advice and to also com- 
mend very highly the action of another 
negro, Fambro, who chased and captured 
the defendant, with the assistance of a 
white man, 

Judge Candler advised the negroes to 
assist the law in bringing crimfnals to 
punishment, and he said that if all ne- 
groes would try to be good citizens and 
act aS Fambro had done, lyncnings would 
be abolished. Judge Candler faced the ne- 
groes in the courtroom and spoke directly 
to them. His remarks were defivered in 
the tone of a friend and made a visible 
impression. The negroes leaned forward, 
listening attentively, and the conclusion 
of the talk was greeted with murmurs 


of approbation. . 

The prisoner was Will Popa a young 
negro, and he was charged with attempt- 
ed assault on a negro girl. He was con- 
victed and was sentenced to serve fifteen 


years in the penitentiary. 
Before passing sentence Judge Candler 


said, among other things: 

“T want to commend the action of Fam- 
bro, who testified in this case. He asked 
the assistance of a white man and ran 
the defendant down, capturing him, and 
turning him over to the officers. If all 
negroes would do as he has done, it 
would save us a lot of trouble. Negroes 
must protect the women of their own race, 
or else they cannot expect anybody else to 
protect them. Fambro has acted the part 
of a good citizen, and if all colored people 
would follow his example it would stop 
lynchings. Instead of trying to shield 
this negro, Fambro not only captured 
him, but he has come here and testified 
against him. He has sef a good example 
for his race.”’ 

In passing sehtence on Pope, 
Candler said: 

“There is nothing for me to do but to 
show these people that I am going to 
protect the women of their race, as wel! 
as those of other races. Had Pope not 
been captured he might have gone on and 
attacked some other person and then 
there would have been a lynching and 
the state would have been disgraced, [I 
will impose a sentence of fifteen years.” 

John Henry ith, another negro, was 
tried during thé morning for a similar 
offense, was found guilty, and was given 
a sentence of twenty years in the pen- 
itentiary.

Knives. screw drivers, etc., besides all 
the implements used in the shop itself, 
are made by the students. A handsome 
fine grade carving set was made by R 
H. Lowndes, of Charleston, 

Much of the furniture for the Janie 
Swann dormitory has already been mide 
in the workshop. The rest will be “nished 
during the summer. 

The Electrical building and the new 
dormitory will be completed by Septem- 
ber 12th, for the fall term. Both buildings 
are brick, three stories, at the Cherry 
Street and North avenue corner of the 
campus. Three: hundred students will 
occupy the dormitory. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the work done by the schoo! in the textile 
department. Here ¢otton may be seen in 
all its stages, from.the raw staple in the 
bale to the finest woven cloth. The tex- 
tile oeeement is without a single excep- 
tion the best in the country—that 1s, for 
cotton products. No silk or woolen weav- 
ing is attempted, ‘as there is little prac- 
tical need for such in this section. 

The finest ma chuptey hds been given to 
the textile school, and finer fabrics are 
woven at the textile sehool than anywhere 
in the. south. 

The raw cotton ik first put into a ma- 
chine called the lap, through which it 
passes to be cleaned of foreign matter 
and impurities, preparatory to entering 
the carding machines. After carding 
several times to get the staple ‘fibers in 
paraile] direction, it is passed into a 
machine which forms it into a large, soft 
rope-like string, which passes through 
Successiye provresses until it comes out 


‘the single fine spun thread or yarn used 


in weaving. A fine lot of looms’ weave 
all kinds of cloth, from the coarsest plain, 
unbleached cotton goods up to handsome 
figured mercerized upholstery materials, 
and fine dress fabrics. Designing is also 
taught in a special department. 

The new textile. building was completed 
in 1898, and is 150x70 feet, with three floors 
for the accommodation of machinery, 
classrooms, etc. It fulfills every require- 
ment of a modern cotton mill. 

The laboratory and dyehouse are well 
equipped with all Necessary apparatus, 
chemicals, dyestuffs, etc., for instruction 
in the bleaching, scouring and dyeing of 
textile fabrics. he department owns a 
valuable collection of dyewoods, extracts 
and colors, about 3,000 specimens compris- 
ing the collection. 

he dyehouse contains eight vats with 
water and steam fittings, a dyeing ma- 
chine, steam chest, dye-kettles, measures, 
frames, ete.

New York, June 19.—This has been a day 
of profit taking. The ‘clearing weather in the 
Atlantic states and the prospect of some rain 
in Texas brought’ holders into the market to 
realize on their cotton and the tone seemed 
rather heavy. A number of telegrams were 
circulated around the pit indicating rains in 
several sections of the’ state and the unsettled 
weather conditions north and west of Texas 
led operators to believe the drought. there 
would be broken On this prospect selling 
continued and prices worked down to yester- 
day's low level. With the weather conditions 
east of the river all that could be desired 
once mcre and a chance of rain in Texas, 
holders were disposed to look for a set-back 
n the market. In the event of general and 
oaking rains, traders are inclined to ex- 
pect an easier market for a few days. But 
the outlook for a substantial decline is very 
uncertain, and with southern spot markets 
firm, dry goods conditions everywhere better 
and southern spinners reporting a liberal in- 
crease in orders, there was no general selling 
Sshort for a break. The situation at the mo- 
ment, however, appeared uncertain enough to 
justify profit taking. In the event of such 
rains in Texas as are deemed necessary, and 
continued good weather in the Atlantic states, 
there is every good reason to look for a de- 
cline of 10 points or more, but we cannot 
advise short selling even with this in view. 
For a few days the market may look as though 
a decline would be in order, but there are 
three very critical months before the crop, 
and the season thus far has been anything 
but favorable taking the cotton belt as a 
whole.

Prime on the Crops. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Chicago, June 1§5.—At last summer is here, 
not only in name, but in fruits. lit came to 
us suddenly and unannounced on the {Ith 
instant. Three days of very high temperature 
iollowed bY more or less rain all over the 
country, gave us our first taste of season- 
able weather. Since that date we have gone 
back again to changeable conditions from heat 
to cold, but taking the week e@# a whole, the 
country has gotten considerable out of it. 

We told you last week that the corn was all 
planted. was coming up <lowly, that the stand 
was fairly good all over the country and that 
the fields were clean and. farmers were work- 
ing them. The crop today, on the {5th of 
June, has now cnly fairly commenced to grow, 
end we have had three or four days of consec- 
utive good growing days and good growing 
nights. 

The oat crop in every sense of the word, 
by its increased area as well as increased pro- 
duction per acre and its maturity at a time 
when farmers all need money, is one of the 
most important to the varied commercial in- 
terest of the country that is grown. 

Taking the crop as a whole, it has shown a 
little improvement during the present month 
from the rains and higher temperature. The 
oats are heading out now everywhere, but 
very short. The recent rains came too late to 
bring the crop up to an average and oats are 
very likely to fall @ff in condition or even 
maintain their present outlook unless we have 
excellent weather for the next thirty days. 

The winter wheat harvest has gotten a little 
north of the Ohio river this week, but only 
very limited in area. We shall get at the 
general harvest of winter wheat this season in 
about ten days. The crop is now filling and 
the weather is favorable in that direction. 

We still have fsolated reports from nearly 
every winter wheat state of Hessian fly, but 
they have not as yet assumed such propor- 
tions as to seriously injure the growing crop. 
Except storms of wind, rain or hail, the winter 
wheat crop is ne«rly assured. That it will be 
a good crop I do not think there is any doubt 
at this time. 

Our spring wheat brethren still continue to 
report everything all their own way. They 
escaped their drought without any serious 
injury and the crop is now in excellent shape, 
the best of the season. Of course this is the 
time of the year when things in the growing 
world are always at t).eir best. 

Taking the country as a whole, the general 
complexion of ull crops is good, they might be 
better or might be a great deal worse. 

I ought to make an exception to this state- 
ment by saying that the oat crop, of course, 
is. not up to an average or has been at any 
time during the present growing season.

Provisions—Commission house selling appear- 
ed in a profit taking way, which brought about 
small declines. There was a good export de- 
mand for lard, and we look for its contin- 
uance. Prices may work off should there be 
another liberal run of hogs, but on all de- 
climes we favor purchases, especially lard.

The following has been adopted as Rule 36, 
of the ‘‘Ruies Governing the Transportation 


of Freight:’’ 
RULE NO. 36. 

The several railroad coripanies in this state 
in the conduct of their intrastate business 
shall afford to all persons equal facilities itn 
the transportation and delivery of freight with- 
out unjust discrimination in favor of. oF 
against, any: and wherever special facilitics 
ure afforded to one shipper in the transpore- 
tation or delivery cf freight in car load lots 
or less, whether upon a special rate author- 
ized by this Commission, or otherwise, such 
company shall be bound to afford to any other 
shipper or shippers, under substantially sime 
ilar circumstances, like facilities lixe 
rates. 

Such railroad companies, upon such business, 
shall at all terminal and connecting points, to 
any other railroad company whose tracks are 
of the same gauge, afford under substantially 
similar circumstances equal facilities for the 
interchange of freight, and upon like terms 
and conditions, whether in car load lots or 
less, without discrimination in favor of, or 
against, any; and wherever special facilities 
are afforded to one such ratlroad company, 
in the interchange and delivery of freight, 
either to consignees or connecting lines, wheth- 
er upon a special rate authorized by this 
Commission, or otherwise, such company shall 
be bound to afford to all other cunnecting 
lines under like and substantially similar cir- 
cumstances, like facilities upon like terms 
and rates.

“A MONOTONOUS CLIMATE 


There is revolt in Hawali. In Honolulu, 
the home of the queen of the coon opus, 
there are bruised hearts and souls that 
yearn for higher things. 

No climate is good enough to give gen- 
eral satisfaction. This sounds like an 
epigram, but it is really a statement of 
fact.
